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Shrews,
From the Landon Satwrday favime,

A number of good old-fashioned worda,
thowe pictorinl and uncompromising epithets
in which our forafathors delighted, have gone
out of date, and in their stond woe have polite
paraphrases which avold nothing so muooch as
calling things by their right named. Thns we
have no shrews or scolds now; wa have sensi-
tive tompornments and nervons organizations,
wo have irritable naturos and difflcult tom.-
pors, but of shrews or scolds we have s little
as of the ducking-stool which was their pun-
ishment, And vot the class snevives, though
its nume and award have both passod away,
and though the form is considurably unnf;-

fied; for the Victorinn shrow is very unlike
her older Elizabothan sister, happily for those
of us who have to dwell within her
! sphere. Buch a yuunig person as “‘Kathe-
rine the owwst” conld not exist for a
moment in any decent deawing-room;

and what oeven the noblest and purest of

L Shakespoare’s women were pormitted to say

without the loss of dignity or consideration
would subject any mogl?m tradesman's wife
to unconditional condemnation, and a charae-
ter torn into such rags as could never be re-
[:nimd. But for all its softer manifestation

umanity is not yet purged of its evil hnmor
of shrewiskness—that evil humor which has
existed as long as humanity itself. History
in full of atories of shrews, of whom of course
the arohetype is Xantippe. Bat it seems to

have been the lot of many great
men beside Bocerates to have had
the same illllnck in  their matrimonial

ventures, and to have drawn a vixen when
they put in for a wife, Albert Darer drew
such a questionable prize; Milton another;
Palissy was belabored with his wife's not nn.-
natural reprosches when one by one her
bhonsehold goods were taken to feed that
ravenous furnace of his, and the children
cried for the bread which was sacrificed in
the search after white enamel. TPorhaps it is

art of the moral training of a certain kind of

oro that he should have a shrewish wife, on
the prinoiple of the grace which ocomes by
tribulation, and the nobleness to be got at
only under the pressure of daily chastisemaent.
Anyway, great men have often married them-
selves to shrewish wives, and ourst tempers
have been mated with patient ones more {re-
quently than happily.

A shrew is by no means a virago. She may
be n vixen, but she is seldom ferocious, Her
pleasure is to seold, not to strike, and she is
more likely to excite a fray than to join inm it
when it has developed into a fight, Buch as
the old masters painted her as in their day of
the highest classes, she is fonud now only
among the people, whero indeed she is not
infrequent—that shrill-voiced, ferret-oyed,
sharp-nosed little woman we all know of,
atanding with her arms akimbo, ready to take
fire at the faintest spark, and scolding at all
creation. Every village and country
town has such a woman—the dread of the
children and meeker kind of young folks in
her district, the sport of rude boys wha like
to “set her off” from a safe distance, and
the sooff of beory men who chaff her husband
in their heavy way about the ;imy mare at
home; but with all that she keoeps a tidy
hearth, saves money, and has a3 good a name
for honesty ns for industry. She brings up
her family after the strictest pattern of mora-
lity, leading them into the way they should
go by thumpings and railings that never end,
and she would disown any of them who by
chance lapsed into public transgression; yet
she drives her husband to the ale-house, as
Rip Van Winkle's wife drove hers by the

force of her tongue alone, drivi
bher sons after him, while her daugh-
tera take to showy dresses and illicit

love-making, as their form of dram-driaking,
to help them over the hard lines laid down for
them by their shrewish mother. So that, in
spite of herself and all her cares, the family
of the village scold more often than not
turns out badly, aimpl]z because of her un.
governable temper. Every community has
one such member, a busy, bustling, notable
little woman who halves her life between
toiling and railing, working hard to keep her
family respectable, but suceeeding for the
most part only in making them miserable,
and who, when she dies, dies in a chorus of
commendation, unloved and unregretted by
all.

But beyond this primitive type of the
shrew, we have enough and to spure of aniore
refined kind among the educated; good
women who do not flirt, nor spend too much
money an dress or (flaasure, who are eontent
to stay at home and look after their houses
and children, but who take out in ill-temper
what they deny fto naughliness, and think
themselves jusiified because their sins are not
those of the lust of the flesh or the pride of
life. The house over which a shrew presides
is a wearinesd to the sonls of those forced to
dwell therein. Bhe is forever scolding the
gervants when sho is not changing them; and
servants never do well when they are scolded.
Either it makes them more stupid than they
were before, or it rouses their bad passions, and
turns an unintentional mistake into a wilful
misdeed. But the shrew cannot be taught
this; nor can she make allowanee for human
infirmities, With her those uneducated maids
and men who do her service must be free from
all traces of orlginal sin, and from all the con-
sequences of ignorance, They must be able
too to bear unjust rebuke without so much as
looking s remonstrance, and if they venture
to expreis one it is sure to end in an angry
warning ‘‘this day month.” The same kind
of thing goes on with her children. There is
no good-natured slipping over faults, no
smoothing away of difficnlties, no making the
best of the bad, and so eseaping the full
flavor of evils which are bad enough at

the best; she worries and drives and
scolds them through the whole of
the day, then wonders that they

ghrink from her, und thet their very fear in-
duees fulsehood.  As for her husband, she is
of fso much use by her perpetual nagging
that she saves the necessity of purgatory after
death by giving him the full beaefit of it be-
forehand. If he quietly withdraws from the
unequal contest, and leaves her lo her shrew-
ishness while he betakes himself to his club,
she then makes capital out of her wrongs and
londly sets forth her virtnes; how she has
always done her best to save his pocket; how
ghe has been a faithful wife and careful
mother, and worked ard kept houss like any
glave, while others, whose husbands idolize
thern, spent and racketed, and have
more than one flirtation gueh

a8 o married woman should not have. And
yot look ut them and their husbands, and
then see the difference with hers. Poor
shrew! that proverb aboul the dinner of horbs
and the stalled ox has never oarvied uny
weight with ber or taught her any lesson.
As with the village scold, so with a shirew of
the upper olass; her children either leave
home premeturely or marry ill. They neither
gee nor care for the real love and sterling
ness often underlying that bitter tewmpor;

all they know s that mamma is always eross
and that she makes their lives wretohad, And
a6 we are all more orless superficial in onre
judgments, aud swayed by our own selfish
pain or pleasure, preferring to be made

happy by n Httle leas rigid morality rathor
than uohappy by extra virtue, we oan soarooly
blame the obildren of the shrew for nol
divining what they do not, see, and for doing
their best to escape from what thoy suffer,
Put many a ahrew has broken her heart befors
now for what seems to be the ingratituds and
coldness of those whom her own tempor only
drove from her,

Shrown are generally inclined to meanness
of habit and stinginess of dealing; neither
aro they women of luxurious tempsrament,
A woman may be violent, passionate, jenlons
and nnreasonable, with blood boiling at all
points, as ardent in anger as in love, nnd
fierco in all her pamions, but she is nota
shrew. The shrew proper is a thin.lipped,
unsensnons womnn, anmerciful to *‘hussies,”
and intolerant of seolf-indulgence. There is
somothing in the very fact of baing st loose
ends in morality that seems to soften people's
tempers, save indesd when the whole nature
is coarsely wrong and violent altogether;
while & woman who 8 absolutely impec-
cable on the score of discrelion often

ivos
herself mo ftrouble on that of amia-
bility. She seems to think that nothing

elso ia neaded if only Mra. Grondy is satis-
fied, and that to be good and disagreeable is
not the high treason against virtue which the
old saying makes it out to be. Perhaps,
however, it is too much to expect poor hu-
manity to be sqnare on all four sides, and
right in every corner. Men rarely scold as
women scold. A few do so, certainly, all
types running into each other; bul men are
kept in order by the fact of physical strength,

ag well as by a ocortain  instinctive
respect for oeach other which women
bave mot got. Men could not be

brought to suffer from one another what
womon bear from women; henoce a scolding
man generally takes his wife and daughters
for his vessels of wrath, their sex rendering
them incapable of punishing him, save by
retalistion in kind, when they generally come
the worst off. Forin a scolding match, as
everywhere else, the heavier metal must tell,
and when men are shrews at all they surpass
even the shrowishness of women.

But though we oan afford to langh at it
from a safe distance, the fault of shrewish-
ness is indeed a great one, Olden times ap-
preciated it at rather a high figure. The
oncking-stool wherein the scold was bound
hefuru%mr own door to be pelted and in-
sulted by the mob, and the ducking-stool
in which she was ducked and half-drowned,
were rough modes of showing dislike
to an unpleasant habit. Certainly we do not
wish to see them revived, and, indeed, we
rarely meet nowadays with the same kind or
amount of shrewishness that was once so
general in all classes, and punished so
soverely among the poor. Manners have so
far softened and become refined, that n shrew
of the lady class, however shrowish she may

be, has to refrain from abusive epithets under
poin of class degradation, and must confine
hersell to the expression of her displessure
without the aid of full-flavored adjectives.
Yot, though the form may be so much
softened, the vice i8 nel erndicated;
and what we want to maoke clear is, that
scolding is a vice like that of any other, diffi-
eult to shake off when onee adopted, and one
that eats into the moral nature moro deeply
than people are aware of. And the odd part
of the business is that most shrows are un-
conscious of deserving blame, The woman
who rails and fumes at every trifling annoy-
ance that oceurs till she makes the whu{e
Longe miserable, does not know that she is
committing a sin. She only thinks herself
wronged by circumstances or by people, and
that she is exercising a righteons indignation,
and making a quite justifiable protest
against the same, Bhe does not dream that
she is digging the grave of her own happiness
and esteem; but, after she bhas worried
her family to the very verge of madness,
laments her hard ease in not being loved—
she who would do so much for them ! Ho she
would in all probability; for nine times out
of ten itis her temper, not her heart, that is
in fault, and we frequently find the most un-
comfortable shrew capable of the most heroic
virtue when the pinch comes. Yot as pinches
are only ocensional, and the ordinary monoto-
nous highway the place we mostly walk in,
the shrew's heroic virtues are brought into
play but rarely, while her shrewishness is a
thing of every day, and her power—and
habit—of making people unhappy one that
bas no ending save in death,
